The work has already extended to 24 volumes, which are te 
be followed by others, completing the book. 

Mr. Murray has issued, on a separate sheet, an Index to Dr. Livingstone’s 
Travels, with two pages of additional matter relating chiefly to Mrs. Living. 
stone, 

The proprietors of the Waverley Copyrights have made an arrangement 
with the London Journal for the reprint of the Abbotsford edition of Waver. 
ley ; a happy idea, by which they are likely to derive renewed value for 
their property before their tenure ceases, at the same time that it secures to 
the people at once the utmost benefit they can derive from open competition, 
The experiment cannot but prove eminently successful, and will, it is pre- 
sumed, be followed up by the appearance of the other novels in the same 
style. 

It will be seen by our advertising columns that the public will be great 
gainers by the Government withdrawing from the publishing trade. The 
serie’ of Educational works known as the Irish School-books, and as well by 
their hitherto very inferior “‘ getting up,” is relinquished to the fair compe- 
tition of the publishers; and every attempt will now be made by Messrs, 
Groombridge (the late agents), Messrs. Griffin, Mr. Collins, and Mr. Nimmo, 
to produce each the best editions of these books so much in demand. 


The public will learn with regret that Mr. John Timbs, for so many years 
in the editorial department of the Jilustrated News, has ceased to be con- 
nected with it. 

By a printer’s error in our last number, Messrs. Blackwood’s new series of 
Tales from Blackwood was announced to sell at Twopence per number; it 
should have been stated Sixpence. 

A new machine is in course of construction for The Times newspaper, by 
which it will be possible to print upwards of twenty thousand copies in an 
hour. 

The Continental Review is understood to be edited by a gentleman who 
was for many years the Paris correspondent to one of our leading morning 
journals, and whose communications were always looked upon as amongst 
the best which were supplied from that capital to the London press. 


A new periodical, price one shilling, will be commenced in April, to be 
called Meliora, a Quarterly Review of Social Science: it will be published 
by Messrs. Partridge and Oakey. 


Messrs. Southgate and Barrett commence a Sale on Tuesday, the 16th, 
of some extensive Remainders, concluding with Copyrights of G. P. R. James’s 
and Miss Pickering’s Works. Messrs. Sotheby and Wilkinson will sell, on the 
16th and eight following days, the Library of the late Mr. Gutch, proprietor 
of Felix Farley’s Bristol Journal, including many curious and rare old Eng- 
lish books, &e. Mr. Hodgson will sell, on 17th and three following days, a 
collection of books on general literature; and on the 20th, a collection of 
novels, ete., being surplus copies from a West End Library. Messrs, Put- 
tick and Simpson will sell shortly the select Library of a gentleman; and, on 
April 7th and 8th, a collection of curious books and tracts; they will also 
sell, the first week in May, a few valuable Remainders. Mr. Nisbet will sell, 
in Edinburgh, on the 3 ith instant, the copyrights and stock of Brown’s Phi- 
losophy of the Mind; M‘Culloch’s Political Economy ; Jamieson’s Scottish 
Dictionary ; Brown’s Ethics, by Chalmers, ete. 


One of the most eminent publishers of Leipsig more particularly of artistic 
and archeological works, George Wigand, died on the 9th February. 


The King of Bavaria has purchased, for £12,000, the extensive library of 
M. Etienne Quatremére, the distinguished French Orientalist. The collection, 
which consists of 45,000 volumes, and includes 1200 MSS., will be added to 
the Royal Court Library at Munich. 


The First Volume of the Correspondence of Napoleon I, prepared under 
the authority of the French Government, and revised, it is said, by the 


present Emperor himself, is about to appear.

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In the Report presented by the Directors to the Members of the Book™ 
sellers’ Provident Institution, at the Annual Meeting on Thursday last, the 
11th instant, there are no features which call for especial notice. The pros- 
rity of the Institution continues undiminished ; and although, on account 
of the falling off of some subscriptions consequent upon Annual Subscribers 
having, by the operation of a law of the society, been removed from the list 
of Annual Subscribers to that of Life Governors, the yearly income at the 
disposal of the Directors has necessarily slightly decreased, still, the amount 
called for to meet the relief granted has not been so large, and the Directors 
have been enabled to add, though not greatly, to the amount invested, which 
now reeches nearly Twenty-two Thousand Pounds. The Directors, with great 
justice, express their surprise that an Institution so prosperous, and so firmly 
established, is not joined by more members of the trade than it is; for it ap- 
ears that only nine new members have been admitted during the past year. 
t has been suggested that, on account of the very large permanent fund be- 
Jonging to the Institution, the Annual Subscription should be increased ; but 
the Directors have not thought fit at the present time to bring forward such 
a proposition, while, however, they consider the suggestion entitled to the 
consideration of the members. The amount of relief granted during the past 
ear was £883. 14s. 8d. ; in permanent relief, £371. 11s. 8d., ia sixteen cases; 
and in temporary relief, £512. 3s., in thirty-one cases. The same persons 
have in previous years received assistance to the amount «f £568. 8s 10d. 
The expenses of managenent during the past year have been only £92 8s, 6d. 
The total amount received on account of the Institution since its establish- 
ment in 1837 is £31,742. 14s. 8d., and the amount evpended in Management, 
£1680. 17s. 5d., in relief, £7598. 5s. 10d., leaving the institution possessed of 
£22,463. 11s. 5d. The Directors further, in their Report, express their 
thanks to the Honorary Medical Officers, and direct attention to the Retreat 
at Abbot’s Langley, as a most useful adjunct tothe Institution. With such a 
Report before them, we would again urge the advantages of the Institution 
on the younger members of the trade, strongly recommending them to join it 
at a period of life when the payments are light and, in fact, trifling compared 
with the benefits that may be derived from the Association. Every one 
should recollect that by joining the Institution he provides, at least, against 
the worst vicissitudes of life ; and that, should he fortunately derive no benefit 
himself, he will have assisted others, whose distress it is peculiarly his duty 
to relieve as far as he has the power. 


From the Londen Athenaeum. 

M. Du Casse, editor of the correspondence between King Joseph and 
Napoleon, is preparing for publication the memoirs and letters of Prince 
Bugeéne Beauharnais. The first volume of the work is in the press. The 
documents embrace the period from 1781 to 1814; and the book is to wind 
up with a biographical sketch of the Prince, and various letters exchanged 
by him with European potentates after 1814. 

A number of Vienna authors and artists gave a dinner to the Nestor of 
Austrian poets, Herr Castelli—on his seventy-eighth birthday, on the 2d of 
March. All the partakers appeared in the peasant costume of the different 
provinces of Austria; and the table-music,—in keeping with the characters 
of a peasant-meeting,—consisted solely in performances on the national in- 
strument of the Cither. Herr Castelli himself,—notwithstanding his seventy- 
eight years, and an illness from which he has only recently recovered,—is 
reported by the Vienna journals to have been the gayest and the latest of the 
animated circle assembled in his honor. 

A collection of autographs was sold on Monday and Tuesday last by 
Messrs. Puttick & Simpson. Among those of interest we may note a receipt 
by Roger Ascham, 4/. ; a letter from Kitty Clive to “ My dear Popy,” Twick- 
enham, Oct. 17, 1784, in which the rattling ladv writes :— 

“The Jack I must have, and I suppose the Cook will be as much delighted 
with it as a fine Lady with a Birthday suit; I send you Wallnuts which are 
fine, but Pray be moderate in your admiration for they are dangerous Dain- 
ties... Mrs. Prince has been rob’d at Two a’Clock at noon of her Gold watch 
and four guineas, and at the same time our two Justices of three and sixpence 
a Piece, they had like to be shot for not haveing more!.... Poor Mrs. Hart 
is dead—well spoken of by everybody I pity the poor old weasel that is left 
behind.” 
~—This specimen brought 17. 10s.; a signature of Sir Francis Drake, 2/. 3s.; 
an autograph letter by Marlborough, 41. As.; a Vincent de Paul, rare, 11/. 
2s. 6d.; an unpublished letter by Voltaire, relating to Ferney, 4/. 168.; a 
letter from General Wolfe to Barre, 3/. 7s. ; ditto from Gainsborough to Strat- 
ford, 2/. 12s. The chief interest of the sale centered in the Garrick Corre- 
spondence. A letter from Beauclerk to Garrick sold for 4/. 4s.; ditto from 
Churchill, 107. 10s. Churchill autographs are rare. A specimen of Johnson 
brought 62. 7s. 6d. ; a letter from Garrick to Lord Bute on the play of “ Doug- 
las,” 27. 5s. Mr. Home's very sensible and magnanimous answer to Garrick’s 
severe criticism brought 3/. 8s. The sale dispersed a great number of letters 
of minor interest.

Havelock, K.C.B.,” by the Rev. William Brock. This sketch has “ special 
reference to the religious character of the deceased general, and has been 
prepared from documents which have been placed at the disposal of the 
editor by Sir Henry Havelock’s family and friends.” They also issue “ The 
Shadow on the Hearth ; or, Our Father's Voice in taking away our Little 
Ones, by a Bereaved Parent;” with an Introduction by N. L. Rice, D D., 
Chicago, IIL The author says: “ This little book which is now, through the 
solicitation of others, presented to the public, owes its existence to the re- 
peated bereavements which have left the author childless, These strokes 
directed his attention to the investigation of, and reflection upon, the subjects 
here presented. During the years he was in the school of affliction learning 
its lessons, he was learning for himself, without the least expectation of ever 
presenting his thoughts to the world.” \ 


D. & J. Saputer & Co, have got out “Rome; its Ruler and its Institu- 
tions,” by John Francis Maguire, M.P., who says : “‘ This volume has had its 
origin in a series of letters, which I wrote from Rome, in the belief that the 
subjects of which they treated, and the information which they afforded, 
would prove of interest to a large circle of readers. The result justified the 
anticipation ; for the letters were extensively copied in this country, as well 
as in various places in America, and Were reprinted in more than one Euro- 
pean language.” 


Rupp & Carterton publish “ Dear Experience,” by Ruffini, author of “ Doc- 
tor Antonio.” The work was formerly issued by Dix and Edwards, under 
the title of “ The Paragreens in Paris.” 


Jort Munsext favors us with a copy of the “ Narrative of King Philip’s 
Indian War,” prepared from the Originals, with an Introduction and Notes, 
by Franklin B. Hough. The work is elegantly printed in antique letter on 
beautiful paper, and is a very fine specimen of typography. 


Ticxnor & Frevps issue ‘‘ The Life of George Stephenson, Railway Engi- 
neer,” by Samuel Smiles. The author observes: “ Disastrous though railway 
pe me and speculations have proved to many concerned in them, and 
mixed up though they have been with much fraud and folly, the debt which 
the public at large owe to railways cannot be disputed; and after all tem- 
porary faults and blots have been admitted and disposed of, they must 
nevertheless be recognized as the most magnificent system of public inter- 
communication that has yet been given to the world. What manner of men 
were they by whom this great work was accomplished? How did the con- 
ception first dawn upon their minds? By what means did railways grow 
and quicken into such vigorous life? By what moral and material agencies 
did the inventors and founders of the system work out the ideas whose results 
have been so prodigious? These questions the author has endeavored to 
angwer in the following biography of George Stephenson, to whose labors 
the world is mainly indebted for the locomotive railway system. Indeed, he 
has been so closely identified with its origin, progress, and eventual estab- 
lishment on a sound practical basis, that his life may be said to include the 
history of railway locomotion almost down to the present time.” They also 
publish, “‘ Andromeda, and other Poems,” by Charles Kingsley, and “ The 
‘ortunes of Nigel,” forming two more volumes of the Household Waverley.
